What About The 
Gordon Commiss’n? 

(Contributed) 

There is considerable contro¬ 
versy toduy on the findings of a 
Royal Commission’s investigation 
on Canada’s economic prospects. 

The intention of the commission 
is "to make a broad examination 
of the Canadian economy, to sur¬ 
vey the directions in which it 
seems likely to develop over the 
next 25 years, and to discuss some 
of the problems which Canada may 
except to encounter along the 
way.” 

This was brought to some light 
on National Farm Radio Forum, 
Feb. 4, and again on March 4. The 
commission’s findings will be de¬ 
bated and criticized etc. Forums 
were urged to supply plenty of 
comments to be considered. 

The Gordon reports seemed to 
the Gaye West Forum which met 
~s T mo Jonn Mc F ar l a nd’ *;, to be 
quite prejudiced against western 
Canada in a few ways. They pro¬ 
phesied that Canada’s farms would 
decrease in number with very few 
remaining in the east, that part 
of the country becoming more in¬ 
dustrialized. This would apparently 
change the occupation of a lot of 
western farmers who would have 
to go east to see employment. We 
western Canadians believe that 
many of our problems lay in our 
lack of industry. Also the commis¬ 
sion fears that Irrigation projects 
could be harmful rather than help- 
lul to farmers in the aggregate. 
That means in our interpretation 
that the sugar, canning and beef 
feeding industries so prevalent in 
and around the irrigation centres 
are bad as a whole. We certainly 
do not agree with this statement. 

Items in the report regarding 
“farm credit" we believe very 
helpful to the Canadian farmers in 
helping them expand, rehabilitate, 
or retire. By the latter we cer¬ 
tainly don’t believe that an aged 
farmer Should borrow to retire but 
his successor may need credit to 
buy the retirer’s interests and thus 
enable him to move to the city* 

We don’t agree with the commis-_ 
sion’s advice that a price support 
program for farmers should be 
similar to that of unemployment 
assistance to industrial workers. 
The money the formers use in 
their operation we feel is in no 
way comparable to the laborer.
